The rejection of claims 1, 3, 4 and 5 has been withdrawn since applicants have 
amended the claims . 

The Double Patenting rejection has been withdrawn since applicants have sent in a 
terminal disclaimer. 

The cancellation of claims in the examiners amendment was agreed upon by the 
attorney without waiver or prejudice to further prosecution. Applicants reserve their right to file 
divisional or continuations applications directed to the canceled subject matter of this 
application.
